Major Battle Shaping 
With Japs at Wewak

Another major battle in the Pacific war area ap

shaping up last night as Gen, MacArthur reported that Japanese 
forces trapped in the Wewak sector on British New Guinea's north 
coast were trying to break through Allied lines to the west. 


skirmishes were fought‘ 
on a battlefront 21 miles east of 
Aitape. The preliminary fighting 
appeared to indicate a determin- 
ead Japanese effort to break 
through to Nippon bases on the 
northwestern end of the island. 

It is believed that about 45,000 
Japanese slodiers of the 18th army 
are trapped in the area west of 
Wewak. They were cornered there 
Jast April by Allied landings fur- 
ther west along the northern New 
Guinea coast and on nearby is- 
lands. 

Gen. MacArthur also reported 
widespread aerial hits in the 
Southwest Pacific ranging from 
Timor to Bougainville and north 
to Palau. 

15.053 U. 8. CASUALTIES 

The overwhelming defeat 
Japanese suffered on the strategic 
western Pacific island of Saipan 
was re-emphasized late yesterday 
as the U. S. Navy disclosed that 
fatalities were more than five to 
one against the totally beaten Nip- 
ponese. 

American casualties, the highest 
of any Pacific ground action to 
date, totaled 15,053 men—2,359 
killed, 11,481 wounded and 1,213 
missing. 

It was estimated that probably 
95 per cent of the Japanese gar. 
rison, exceeding 20,000 men, died 
in futile defense of the island. 
Yank troops had buried 11,948 
Japanese up to and including last 
Monday.

terday and also hammered a spearhead to within two and a quarter 
miles of Lessay, west coastal anchor of the collapsing German flank. 


Charging through hedgerows and‘

TANK LOSSES MOUNT 


The Americans moving on St, 
Lo made their biggest strides dur- 
ing. the day east of the fortress 
city, which is a seven-way road 
junction.

Japs Evacuate 
30,000 Children 
From Tokyo 


NEW YORK, July 12.—(4)— 
The Tokyo radio said today that 
approximately 30,000 school chil- 
dren had been evacuated from 
Tokyo to rural districts since 
July 8 in line with the Japanese 
government’s plan to move chil- 
dren from important Japanese 
cities as a precaution against 
further American air raids. 

The broadcast, recorded by 
the Federal Communications 
Commission, said that ‘thus far, 
third to sixth grade schoo! ch'l- 
dren having provincia! relatives 
have been evacuated from im- 
portant cities throughout the 
country, while school children 
who have no local relatives have

Their interest, 
it was indicated, is in obtaining 
some overall policies and an in- 
ternational administrative agency 
to provide orderly marketing pro- 
cedures and economic develop- 
ment of world oil resources. 
Plans for these objectives were 
evolved during the technical dis- 
cussions, and are to be acted on 
at the forthcoming conference.

“The truth of the matter is that 
costs will be somewhat higher,” 
he pointed out, “and postwar 


houses will not be as miraculous . 


as advertisements picture them.” 


HOUSING DANGER 

Cortrigh* also emphasized a 
danger he sees in public housing 
to the home building industry. 
The United States Housing Au- 
thority, which has already erected 
160,000 units all over the country, 
anticipates that one-third of the 
American people will be housed 
“at the taxpayers’ expense” after 
the war, Cortright said. 

“The National Association of 
Home Builders is convinced that 
‘socialized’ housing is wrong,” he 
declared. “We admit that it has 
done some good in clearing slum 
areas, but we believe it will lead 
to unrest and a demand for public 
housing in both lower and higher 
wage groups than are now being 
served by the government agency. 

“Ninety-nine per cent of our 
men are convinced that we should 
get rid of every government con- 
trol on the housing industry,” he 
stated. “We have taken no steps 
as yet, of course, because we are 
still doing a war job. 

MUST “SHAKE” CONTROL 

“We are not going to shake off 
government control right away,” 
Cortright predicied, “but we must 
do so eventually if builders are to 
have full opportunity to operate 
as they have in the past and as 
they will need to in the future. It 
is estimated that the national 
housing demand after the war will 
be 500,000 to 1,800,000 units a 


ear. 

“This demand, which has been 
damming up during the war years, 
plus the greater purchasing power 
of the American people, means 
that home builders will have an 
enormous job to do,” he said. 

Cortright criticized the housing 
provision of the G. I. Bill of 
Rights as “ambiguous and inade- 
quate for the purpose,” and stated 
that the Home Builders Associa- 
tion will seek an amendment to 
the act. 

“The present bill makes a 50 
per cent guarantee on homes built 
by veterans; a provision which is 
unworkable,” he stated. “It also 
sets a time limit of from two to 
five years, which we hope can be 
extended to perhaps 10 years, to 
give both the veterans and the 
housing industry time for read- 
justment.”

Most of these were workers who 
had not had a 15 per cent increase 
in wages as permitted under the 
“Little Steel” formula or were en- 
titled to increases to correct sub- 
standards of living, or to bring 
their wage up to the bracket min- 
imum, Dr. Taylor said. 

That the WLB is fulfilling its 
purpose is evidenced by the fact 
that 6,000 labor disputes were han- 
died by the board last year, and 
of that number only 17 were sent 
to the White House for “appropri- 
ate” action, he declared. .

Several nations contended the 
institution would be a lending 
agency only and that it would not 
have all the functions of a regular 
bank. One of the alternatives sug- 
gested was “International Corpo- 
ration for Reconstruction and De- 
velopment” and another “The In- 
ternational Investment and Guar- 
antee Association.” 


The so-called bank would be 
capitalized at 10 billion dollars, 
to be subscribed by nations who 
are participants in the monetary 
fund, although the two would be 
operated separately. 

The main purpose would be to 
assist in the reconstruction and 
development of nations by making 
long-term loans of its own and by 
guaranteeing loans of private in- 
vestors with the objective of re- 
ducing th risks frequently in- 
volved in foreign loans. 

As outlined in the working 
draft, the bank’s loans generally 
would be for a.term of 30 years, 
with some for as long as 50. The 
loans would carry a standard rate 
of interest to be fixed by the 
bank, in addition to a 1 per cent 
annual commission to cover ex: 
penses and to build a reserve fund 
AS A provision | against risk.

Henry Wallace 
And His Opposition 


Henry Wallace, vice president of the United 
States, is the most-discussed man of the day. 

There is furious opposition to this gentleman 
whose integrity and character have won the ad- 
miration of all who know him. One of his staunchest admirers is 
Jim Farley, who describes Henry Wallace as being one of the most 
honest and capable men he has ever known. 

But even Jim Farley cannot put into words what it is so many 
persons find objectionable in Wallace. Nor can any person who has 
this objection say definitely what it is to which he objects. 


Only one man has ever been able to say it. This man, head of a 
great corporation, said to me: 

“I don’t mind him being vice president. I don’t like the idea of 
him being president, because I know he is honest and believes 
what he says.” 

I think that is what every opponent of Henry Wallace fears— 
the, man’s honesty and his beliefs. 


But. what does Henry Wallace believe? 

He has spoken out for the free enterprise system. 

He has come out strongly for small business. 

He alone, of all the political figures in the administration, has 
spoken out bravely against the railroads’ discrimination in freight 
rates in the South. 

He has affirmed constantly his belief in the democratic methods 
and his faith in the common man. 


You state this to the anti-Wallace man and he says that he knows 
it, but that Wallace is still too much of a visionary, too m of a 
dreamer; too much of giver-awayer of things. He is not, they say, 
practical. He wants to give milk to Hottentot babies. He is a 
“crackpot.” And so on, 

Actually, it was no more fantastic than Mr. Hoover's two chick- 
ens in every pot. But it frightened many persons. 


NOT A POLITICIAN Wallace is not a good politician. His 


speeches sound all right to him because 
he knows what he means. When he makes them he finds the 
average man, the common man in whom he so sincerely believes, 
does not understand him. 

And the average large businessman, not merely doesn’t under- 
stand, but is scared by the speeches. 

Actually, there was nothing wrong with his speech about milk. 
He was discussing the world of the future. All he said was that 
he would like to see a world in which every baby would be able 
to have a pint of milk a day. 

That is certainly a desirable objective. There is nothing wrong 
with it. But one of his critics, a clever phrasemaker, began saying 
Wallace wanted to give a pint of milk to every Hottentot baby. 
They laughed at Wallace and were made afraid and said, “For 
heaven's sake, let’s don’t ever get a fellow like that in as president. 
ae Seow that Roosevelt, much as we dislike him, keeps his 

ea " 

A Hottentot baby would, I imagine, be better off with a pint of 
milk each day, as would any other baby. 

It is not that, of course. It is that most persons think Henry 
Wallace to be a dreamer with a kind heart who would be too much 
ofa socialist in his thinking about the future. He would want to 
distribute the nation’s production too freely to his “common man 
of America.” They fear he might actually want to keep this country 
sending food and goods to little-known peoples, perhaps even the 
Hottentots. 

All these thoughts, about which none is sure, make thousands 
afraid of Henry Wallace. Out of them grow the gags such as, “If 
Roosevelt wants to be sure of being safe from any harm, just let 
him manage to get Henry Wallace re-elected vice president.” 

But the facts remain, no one really knows much about Henry 
Wallace; those who dislike him most cannot explain why they dis- 
like him. They just don’t like him. 

The President has said why he wants Mr. Wallace. He declares 

the job of being president requires a vice president who can be of 
real assistance and not merely one who presides over the senate. 
Wallace, he tells confidants, is immensely popular with foreign na- 
tions, especially Mexico,: South American countries. Russia and 
China. They trust Wallace. The president, if elected. wants Wal- 
lace for the postwar jobs of making a peace and assisting in the 
making of trade agreements with foreign nations. 
: - That's the President’s argument. He wants Wallace. 
ticians don’t. Politicians win elections. The politicians. most of 
them, do not want Henry Wallace. So, the guess is that Mr. Roose- 
velt will indicate he wants Wallace and will do all he can to line 
up enough of the big-state delegations to keep him. But he will not 
seek to dictate to the convention. 

My own opinion is that while Wallace may have lost some ground, 
the powerful forces against him still have not won. 

One can’t be sure. There will be a tough, knockdown fight at 
the convention.

Outrageous Law 


An amendment to the Hatch 
Act, Title 5 of Public Law 277, 
sponsored by Senator Robert Taft, 
of Ohio, puts further restrictions 


on the civil liberties of American 
soldiers, and involves an infringe- 
ment of free press and (free 
thought that is without parallel. 
Like most impertinent and oppres- 
sive measures it hypocritically 
purposes to “protect” our armed 
forces—this time from controver- 
sial political propaganda. Actual- 
ly it enjoins the Morale Service 
from distributing or making ac- 
cessible to the armed forces, any 
literature, movies, books or maga- 
zines, dealing with political, eco- 
nomic, or social ideas. Our sol- 
diers are to live in an intellectual 
vacuum. 

The law forbids any officer em- 
ployed in the executive branch of 
the government, including the 
Army and Navy, “to deliver or 
cause to be delivered to persons 
in the armed forces any general 
communication, literature or ma- 
terial, paid for in whole or in part 
with government funds, containing 
political argument or propaganda 
of any kind designed or calculated 
to affect the result of any federal 
election.” 

Since every voter except those 
who blindly follow a party line, 
makes his decision on the basis 
of political, economic, and social 
thinking, this can only be inter. 
preted by the Army and Navy au- 
thorities to mean a ban from serv- 
icemen’s libraries, reading rooms, 
and moving picture shows, - of 
everything that inspires, however 
indirectly, social, economic, 
political thou gh t—conservative, 
liberal, or radical. Since infringe- 
ment of the law carries a heavy 
penalty, the servicemen’s libra- 
ries and reading rooms are now 
going through a regular Goebbel’s 
purge. 


Books Discarded 


Books by disinterested and high- 
ly esteemed scholars are being 
taken off the shelves. New books 
—among them the very ones that 
have attracted the most favorable 
criticisms and enjoy the widest 
reading in the realm of nonfiction, 
having been ordered, are now can- 
celled. One it is reported, is “The 
Republic,” the magnificent work 
on American political philosophy 
by the dean of American histo- 
rians, Charles Beard. Another is

Department Stores 
Interestin g Shows 


For sheer entertainment value and for -obser- 
vation of the genus homo sapiens, I know of no 
place surpassing a department store. You see 
humanity in every variety, you see individuals 

in revealing oblivion to their surroundings. And you hear the 
constant rise and fall of chattering voices compared to which the 
twittering of clouds of migrant birds in the treetops is as a soft 
murmur. 

Of course, most of the humanity you observe in a department 
store is feminine. But that circumstance, to most men, merely adds 
to the interest. 

It is part of my gaily routine to eat lunch in the lunch room of 
a well-known department store. Fellow luncheoneers, at surround- 
ing tables, are probably in the proportion of three, or more, women 
to every man. And the rise and fall of voices is something to hear! 
It is indescribable. Go hear it yourself if you want to get an idea. 

Daily, the experience is, in general effect, the same. You enter 
the place and appreciate the air-cooling system as soon as you pass 
the doors. You ease your way through the women standing at the 
counters near the door and reach the elevators. Select the one 
you will patronize. 

Invariably, the same thing happens, demonstrating the thought- 
lessness and careless impoliteness of many folks. The elevator as 
it descends is filled with people who have-to get off before any of 
the waiting crowd can get on. Logic will tell anyone the quickest 
way to unload and reload is for those waiting to get on to stand 
back so those getting off can move out of the way as rapidly as 
possible. But do they hold back, politely and decently? Not that 
you can notice. As soon as the elevator descends they press for- 
ward as though intent on forming an impregnable barrier through 
which none of those on the elevator can pass. There is always a 
partial blockade. And consequent delay. 

Finally, after a few women have forced their way through, 
the elevator empties and refills. It would fill more completely 
but for a few who attempt to hold places at the very front, thus 
blocking others from reaching the vacant spaces at the rear. 

Some day I’m going to take a patent for an invention of my 
own. It will be a fox brush on a movable and protruding arm, 
which will sweep backwards and forwards across the faces of those 
waiting to board the elevator, thus holding them back until the 


unloading is complete. 
AND THE CLERKS! Of course, the temperaments displayed 
by the salespeople are somewhat different 
in wartimes from normal days. The older ones, who have been 
there for years, are as courteous and obliging as ever. Some of 
them. But there is a general tendency to slackness in the art of 
salesmanship. Goods are short, and they know that if you don't 
purchase a given article someone else will soon be along to take it. 
So, it is no longer important to make a sale to you. 

If you ask for some specific article and it isn’t there, they don’t 
try to: satisfy you with something almost the same. They just 
murmur an indifferent “sorry” and turn away, apparently relieved 
that you are not going to take up any more of their time. 

I am glad of one thing. I haven't heard that foolish phrase, 
“Don’t you know there’s a war on?” lately. It was the height of 
something or other when some irritated salesgirl said that to a 
mother with three sons in the armed forces overseas. I overheard 
that happen one day. 

But the chief fascination in a department store is to observe the 
faces, the expressions, of the moving throngs of people. It is terribly 
prosaic to say that no two people look alike. Of course, they don't. 
Except in rare cases of identical twins. But the extreme difference 
among people, difference in features, in coloring, in figure, is 
utterly shocking when you take note of the strangers as they pass 


you by. 

AMERICAN MARVEL It has frequently been said that the 
American circus is the supreme exam- 

ple of the American genius for organized efficiency in operation. 

I don’t agree. 

I think a well-operated department store far exceeds any circus 
in the intricate planning and management required to make it 
run with that unobtrusive, smooth efficiency which we take for 
granted. 

Think, for a moment, of the manifold varieties of goods which 
must be purchased, of the knowledge of markets that is essential, 
of the complicated interlocking of the various departments and the 
various operational divisions. 

A big newspaper is a place of many highly specialized tasks, 
all smoothly and neatly correlated. But I think a big department 
store exceeds all other organizations for the perfect organization 
of a stupendously complicated social machine,

be that if he is literate he will 
vote for Roosevelt.

The Morale Service of the 
armed forces, who handle the 
libraries, reading rooms, and pub- 


lications of soldiers, never thought 
up such a preposterous rule. In 
stocking reading rooms and libra- 
ries, they acted in a nonpolitical 
manner, consulting lending libra- 
ries and supplying soldiers with 
those books that the American 
people were most avidly reading. 


Congressional Purge 

But congress, which has already 
done all it dared to disfranchise 
the soldier, now wishes to purge 
his mind of any ideas whatsoever. 
The wording of the act is so all- 
embracing that the War and Navy 
departments cannot act otherwise. 
I suppose they must ban biogra- 
phies of Lincoln, because those 
biographies cannot fail to reveal 
tha, Lincoln was a Republican. 
No soldier will be able to get 
from an Army library Compton 
McKenzie’s - fascinating study of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Since congress could not ban 
books that might, however indi- 
rectly, influence soldiers to be- 
come New Dealers, it has cut the 
Gordian Knot by barring books 
that might influence them to be- 
come anything. 

Of course, you and I could send 
our friends in the armed forces 
any books we choose. But in the 
nature of things, boys in barracks, 
camps, and hospitals draw their 
reading matter from the official 
libraries. Those libraries can no 
longer compare on however small. 
er a scale, to those of New York 
or Woodstock, Vt. They must be 
systematically denatured of his- 
torical, biographical, economic 
and sociological works conducive 
to political thought. 

It seems to me this calls for 
united protest. If it remains on 
the books at all it:should be made 
specific and not ambiguous and 
therefore all-inclusive .of serious 
literature,

Hitler’s Plans 
For Conquering U. S. 


WASHINGTON.—To those who may have 

any lingering doubts about the designs Germany 

ie. 4 had on the United States long before we were 
— drawn into the war, the testimony of J. Carlton 
Ward Jr., president of the Fairchild Engine & Airplane Corpora- 
tion, before a senate military affairs subcommittee earlier this week 


should have a revealing effect. 


Mr. Ward was one of a group of American technicians, including 
military observers, who were sent to France shortly after the out- 
break of the war to advise with French authorities on proper 


measures of defense. 


Because of the official nature of the mission the American tech 
nicians were given complete access to the files of British and French 


intelligence sources, 


On the basis of information gained through these official chan- 
nels, Mr. Ward made the flat statement before the senate commit- 
tee that Hitler had a carefully laid plan for the conquest of the 


United States. 
TWOFOLD PLAN It was a twofold plan, he declared. The 
first part called for the application of eco- 
nomic pressure on the United States in a way that would force us 
to accept the new world order which Hitler had mapped out for the 
German state. This was to be done through the inauguration of a 
system of barter covering the exchange of goods between the Ger- 
man-dominated nations of the world. It contemplated that gold, 
heretofore the basis of international exchange, would be relegated 
to a position of no importance in commercial transactions be- 
tween nations, : 


In that way Hitler and his Nazi economists expected to nullify 
the purchasing power of the tremendous amount of gold which has 
been accumulated in the United States, an amount representing 
more than 75 per cent of the world’s visible supply. 


In all of our foreign transactions we would have been forced te 
do business on a barter basis, with the rules of the game set in 
Berlin. 


In other words, we would have been permitted to buy and sell 
in world markets only such goods as Berlin approved. The Nazis 
had counted on that to bring us to our knees. 


But in the event that form of economic conquest failed, Mr. 
Ward said:the second phase of the Hitler plan called for the military 
invasion of the United States. He had actually drawn up military 
plans for doing this by way of Mexico, with a Lang «gen on feint in 
the direction of Newfoundland to distract us from his purpose, 


The ambitious, Prussian militarists had evidently convinced the 
Fuehrer that German panzer divisions were able to subdue the 
United States as readily as they had Poland, and later did France. 


German mechanized divisions were to be transported to Mexico 
by submarines, thus escaping the naval superiority we were able 
to command at the time. 


Had our state of preparedness remained no more than the Lind- 
berghs and the Wheelers insisted upon at the time, it is not incon- 
ceivable that the Hitler scheme, as crazy as it now sounds, might 
have succeeded. There was not in the American army as consti- 
tuted then enough force to meet the striking power of a single Ger- 
man panzer division. 


Military experts have since admitted, for example, that one such 
German division would have been capable of overrunning the entire 
New England states, if laid down on the coasts of the region by sub- 
marine or otherwise. We were that little prepared for the holocaust 


that was being unloosened on the world. 

ONE SALVATION The Hitler scheme was thwarted by one 
thing. As a prelude te his conquest of 

America the Fuehrer had counted on knocking Britain out of the 

war after the fall of France. 


With England out of his way, Russia, he helieved, would be an 
easy prey. Then would come his conquest of the United States, the 
last remaining major nation standing in the way of world domina- 
tion by the Nazis. 


Hitler had counted on knocking Britain out with his superior air 
forces. He never thought it would be necessary to launch an inva- 
sion of the British isles across the English channel with all the 
bloodshed that would entail from combat with the British fleet. 
He planned to do it through the air blitz which fell in the winter 


- and fall of 1940. 


Britain saved herself and the world perhaps from Nazi domi- 
nation by standing up against the German air attacks. How she 
was able to do that is another interesting story told by Mr. Ward 
which may be reserved for another time. 


As a striking commentary on the misguided elements which 
dominated congress at the time, Mr. Ward, one of the leading air- 
craft manufacturers of the country, told how General H. H. Arnold. 
chief of the American air force, had appeared before a congressional 
committee in 1939 to ask for a new defense program of 5,500 army 
planes. 


The lower house reduced his program to a bare 59 units. while 
the bill finally passed by the senate provided for only 375 new 
planes. It was not until a year later, after the fall of Norway, 
when the world was in flames, that funds were made available for 
the administration-sponsored program for 5,500 planes. 


This is the sorry picture of our pre-Pearl Harbor defense plans 
as approved by congress. This is the record of Hitler's planned con- 
quest of America. It would pay every man and woman in the 
country to read Mr. Ward's testimony.

Rumor Denied 


A malady with symptoms simi- 
lar to those of food poisoning, but 
declared by doctors to be caused 
by a virus infection, has increased 
seasonally in this section, and re- 
portedly is most prevalent in the 
Marietta area. 

Rumors told of a wholesale at- 
tack on workers at the Bell Bomb- 
er plant, some reporting the at- 
tacks as food poisoning. The pub- 
lic relations office of the plant, 


after a close check, reported that 


only nine cases had developed 
among the several thousand work- 
ers there and that the physician 
attending two cases hospitalized 
at Marietta said the trouble could 
not be traced to food poisoning. 

The same physician, the plant 
reported, said he had treated at 
least 100 cases in the last 48 hours 
among sufferers who were not em- 
ployed at the plant. 

The State Health Department re- 
ported that a large number of 
similar cases had been reported 
recently in the Rockmart area, 
but that there was no indication 
of an epidemic in Atlanta. 

The disorder is commonly 
known as intestinal influenza, and 
cannot be traced in all instances to 
food, indications being that it is 


caused by a virus which may be 


taken in by humans either through 


the mouth or nose, some authori-| 


ties say. 

The exact cause of the disorder 
is not known, but it recurs an- 
nually in this section in the late 
spring and early summer, appar- 
ently coinciding with the season 
when fresh fruits and vegetables 
are most readily obtainable.

The station estimated Georgia’s 
1944 peach crop at a little more 
than four million bushels. Since 
the OPA has set ceiling prices for 
peaches, it is expected prices will 
range as high as 14 1-2 to 16 cents 
per pound, as predicted, peaches 
still will cost the consumer plenty, 
and should be reasonably profit- 
able to the grower if there is not 
too great a spread between pro- 
ducer and consumer, the station 
said. 

Georgia is now approaching the 
peak of peach harvesting, and 
consumers wishing to get a sup- 
ply to can, dry or freeze should 
do so immediately as there is like- 
ly to be a run on the markets 
when the supply begins to wane, 
the station pointed out. 

The station is experimenting in 
soil conservation for peach o«- 
chards. It recommends planting a 
summer cover crop of crotealaria, 
soybeans, or wilt and nematode. 
resistant cowpeas in the orchards 
when the fruit becomes practically 
mature. The cover crops should 
remain undisturbed until. late 
winter when the orchard is har- 
rowed in preparation for the next 
season’s operations.

Atlanta Entertains Dean 
Of New York Music Teachers

Atlanta is entertaining this week 
the dean of New York music teach- 
ers, Miss Kate S. Chittenden, who 
is the guest of her former pupil, 
Mrs. William E. Mansfield, in West 
End. 

Lovely, white-haired Miss Chit- 


tenden passed her 88th birthday 


in April, and last January she cele- 
brated her 70th year as a teacher 
of music—a profession she chose 
at the age of six and one which 
she still continues with enthusiasm. 
Her spacious studio at 853 Seventh 
mvenue is a favorite gathering 
place for New York music-lovers, 
for not only do they often find 
famous musicians playing her two 
massive grand pianos, but they 
revel in the stimulating company 
of the beloved teacher who has 
turned out over 4,000 pupils in her 
time and has been the inspiration 
for* countless others. 


Miss Chittenden uses a new 
‘method of teaching which is strict- 
ly her own. “I don’t teach music,” 
she says, “I teach people.” Then she 
explains that she never taught 
two people alike. “I just size up 
my pupils and find out where the 
hollow places are.” 

When Mrs. Mansfield was still 
Miss Annabel Wood, herself a 
music teacher of note, she went to 
New York to study with Miss Chit- 
tenden and remained for a num- 
ber of years to teach with her. She 
has invited a few musical friends 
to meet her guest at tea on Friday, 
most of whom the honor guest has 
known on former visits to Atlanta. 


Miss Chittenden still teaches 
every day in the week except Fri- 
days, when she is scheduled to lec- 
ture. Most of her pupils come once 
a week for an hour’s lesson, and 
she tries to limit the number each 
day to four. 

The world of music has accord- 
ed her deserved recognition. She 
joined the Metropolitan College of 
Music in 1892, and was one of the 
founders of the American Guild of 
Organists. She was named head 
of the piano department of Vassar 
College in 1899, a post she held for 
31 years, and which she relinquish- 
ed to return to private teaching. 

Miss Chittenden’s musical con- 
tacts have dwindled since Pearl 
Harbor, for many of her friends 
have gone into the service and to 
other war efforts. The war has had 
a profound influence on American 
music, she thinks, for at least four 
million men have learned to march 
in time. And according to a mu- 
sictan’s estimate, if your feet keep 
time to music, s6 does your heart. 

Another thing the war has 
taught, she says, is the singing of 
popular songs—the stirring, march- 
ing songs that soldiers like. She 
recalls that the same thing hap- 
pened during World War No. I, and 
that this singing in unison seemed 
to forge a bond that helped to 
weld the nation together. 

Seeing good in everything, even 
in a world conflict, explains, in 
part, Miss Chittenden’s admirable 
philosophy of life. This philosophy, 
in turn, helps to explain her re- 
markable success as a teacher—a 
teacher whom Atlanta is proud to 
claim as a guest.

Fruit Juices Carefully Blended 
Are Excellent Pepper-Uppers

Better than a “tonic” are tangy 
fruit juices and dainty food tid- 
bits designed to invigorate the ap- 
petite by stimulating the flow of 
digestive juices. For entertain- 
ments, too, it is well to know how 
to prepare a number of attractive

Fruit juices served tart, cold 
and carefully blended are excel- 
lent pepper-uppers. Equal parts 
of orange and pineapple juice is a 
delicious combination. Shake it 
with a little crushed ice and serve 
in small glasses with a sprig of 
fresh mint in each serving. Grape- 
juice and gingerale is good, equal 
parts of each.

Anchovy paste, 
sardines, crabmeat, lobster, devil- 
led ham or tongue, cheese, smoked 
salmon, and anchovy fillets and 
hard-cooked eggs are among the 
available foods that may be used 
in a bewildering array of combi- 
nations. Keep canapes very small

It has been a very hard fight of late, with Japan putting in all 
the strength she can, and trying to establish on the mainland of 
China a situation which would neutralize whatever victories were 
accomplished by us in the Pacific islands. Japanese success would 
not mean, in the long run, the conquest of China, but success might 


give new resources to Japan which 
for eventual victory all the harder. 


qvould make the Allies’ struggle 


For that reason, China, which has fought all this time, is being 
called upon for even greater effort than before. We here in this 
country find it hard to visualize what we really are asking of China. 

We are a great industrial nation with none of our industries im- 
paired. Our difficulty has only been in obtaining certain basic 
materials and the attack upon us was largely upon the shipping 


which brought us these supplies. 


But China has been driven out 


of her great cities along the coast. Her industries are now largely 
hand industries. She never had an industrial development like ours. 
She had to do without, to substitute and to suffer and fight without 
the things she needed. In short, manpower has done over and over 
again what machine power would do for us. 

This means, however, that it is the people of China who suffer— 
mothers who weep for their lost children, wives who no longer have 


husbands, children who no longer have fathers. 


The hospitals in 


China are short of medical supplies and instruments, the people of 
China are short of food, inflation makes what they can produce 
almost impossible for the poorer people to buy, and yet these people 
have fought for seven years and are still fighting. 

Their resistance means less loss of life for us and a shorter war, 
so we owe a debt of gratitude and a tribute of honor to the people 
of China and their courageous leaders.

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Parents Should Emphasize 
Property Rights to Child 


By DOr George W Crane. 


(Stealing is typical of babies 
or toddlers, for the latter have 
no more sense of property 
rights than dogs or cats. When 
older people steal, it shows they 
are emotionally infantile. They 
haven’t matured. Thieves should 
be forced to wear diapers, for 
that’s the emotional age where 
they belong.) 


CASE C-296: Harry B., aged 18, 
has been guilty of numerous in- 


stances of petty thievery. 

“The police have finally arrest- 
ed him. He took some athletic sup- 
plies from a sporting goods store,” 
his mother wept in my office. 

“He isn’t really a bad boy at 
heart. I have tried to tell him that 
stealing is wrong, but he is impul- 
sive and when he wants things, he 
just takes them without thinking. 

“What can a person do to help 
him?” 

DIAGNOSIS 

Too many parents let their 
youngsters take toys from neigh- 
bor children or from their brothers 
and sisters, but fail to emphasize 
property rights. 

The guilty children then develop 
the habit of taking what they 
want, without thought of conse- 
quences. 

“When they steal within the 
home, doting mamma or papa for- 
gives them. When they grow old 
enough to leave the home, they 
may then continue their thievery. 
But the rest of society will not 
overlook such evidence of juvenil- 
ity, so a policeman enters the pic- 
ture, 

The best place to teach a child 
honesty is in his own home and 
before he even enters kinder- 
garten, 

Tell a child that dogs and cats 
don’t know right from wrong. A 
fence doesn’t indicate property 
rights to such animals, so a dog 
will jump the barrier and tear up 
the neighbor’s garden, 

So, too, a baby or toddler may 
walk into the neighbor’s yard and 
pick her choice of flowers. Unless. 
he is quickly taught differently, 
he may thus form the habit of 
taking other people’s property.

age of 4 or 5, or who can’t bear 
to see his big tears when you 
reprimand him, may live to see his 
tears behind a barred window of 
a prison cell. 

Tactful words are good, but a 
hairbrush or hickory switch is 
often more influential in dislodg- 
ing a youngster fiom the danger- 
ous highway that leads from: high 
chair to electric chair. 

In dealing with adolescents who 
still take other people’s property, 
it is wise to point out the infantile 
nature of their behavior, 

Young people intensely dislike © 
being linked with babyhood. They 
wish to be adults. Show them, 
rnc that babies have no 
sense 0 agen rights and that 
toddlers take whatever they can 
lay their hands on. 

REACTION TYPICAL — 

This reaction is typical of in- 
fancy. But a child of grammar 
or high school age is emotionally 
retarded if he continues to steal. 
His playmates will think of him 
as a baby, not as a “big shot” or 
mature adult. They'll say he 
should still be wearing diapers! 

This method of approach is usu- 
ally more successful than to fall 
back on religious fiats and the 
Ten Commandments, for young 
people can’t bear to be ostracized 
by their own age group or looked 
down on as childish, | 

They often steal in order to 
win the acclaim of their mates, 
and to get money for buying 
friendships through ice cream 
sodas or movie tickets, sporting 
goods, etc. 

When they realize that their 
stealing definitely labels them as 
infantile, they are more likely to 
remedy their bad habits.
